Whenhewas ayoung man, Romulus 
City Councilman Ellis Pennington twice 
tried out for the Cincinnati Reds major 
league baseball team. Both times, he 
was turned down because, the Reds told 
him, he was too small. 

However, during a recent interview, 
| discovered that Pennington is a man 
who, mostcertainly, stands tall with regard 
to his service to the people of Romulus. 

Born in Kentucky 65 years ago, the 
40-year Romulus resident worked the 
Kentucky coal mines until he entered the 
US Army in 1945. 

Said Pennington, "After | graduated 
from high school, | immediately went to 
the mines. In that part of the Country, 
being a coal miner was about the only 
kind of work that was available. It was a 
dangerous job, but, as they say, ‘you've 
got to do what you've got to do.’ 

"When | was inthe Army," he contin- 
ued, "| spent two years in Peking, China, 
where | was a sergeant in a motor-pool 
company." 

Upon discharge from the Army in 
1947, Pennington met, and then mar- 
ried, his wife Mary Lou. They have been 
together for 46 years, and have three 
children, six grandchildren, andtwo great- 
grandchildren. 

As he came from a family of 14, 
Pennington said, "I learned early in life 
that love is the main thing in living. Also, 
| was taught that loving, respecting, and

honoring other people is what life is all 
about. 

"Mary Lou," he added, "is one of the 
most devoted family persons I've ever 
known. Without her, | don't think | would 
have amounted to anything at all." 

The first of theirthree children, Carol 
Sue, lives in Taylor, and is an automotive 
parts inspector fora Wyandotte automo- 
bile supplier. 

Son Rodney Dale works for Romu- 
lus' Radisson Hotel, and has served as 
Pennington's campaign manager for 
more than 20 years. Rodney lives in 
Romulus, as does his sister, Theresa 
Ann, who works for a local party store. 

"There isn't a day that goes by," 
smiled Pennington, "that one of our kids 
doesn't come by and check on Mary Lou 
and me." 

Pennington's political career dates 
back to 1956, whenhe was elected to the 
Romulus Road Commission. 

In 1968, before Romulus became a 
city, Pennington was elected as a Town- 
ship trustee; then, in 1970, voters chose 
him as a member of the new City of 
Romulus' first city council. Pennington 
ran for reelection in 1973 (at that time, a 
City Council term consisted of three 
years), but was defeated. 

"After that defeat," explained 
Pennington, "| gota promotion at Kelsey- 
Hayes, and had to switch to the after- 


noon shift. Because ofthat, | pretty much ~

stayed out of politics for the next 10 
years. However, in 1985, | decided to run 
for Council again, but was defeated by 
53 votes.” 

Undaunted by two City Council de- 
feats, Pennington again ran for Council 
in 1987. It was a successful quest, and 
Pennington is currently in his third con- 
secutive City Council term. 

Pennington added that, in. 1985, he 
was appointed to the City's Planning 
Commission; with the exception ofa 
one-year period of time, Fennington; Hes 
continued to be an active friember ofthe 
planning group. > Men 

When asked to list the 
Council achievements of, whie 
most proud, Pennington said, isco. | 
contributed to the improvement. of the 
Romulus Cemetery. Now, it@is- -lighted/ 
and cleanup along Shook Réad is: an 
ongoing thing. 

"At that time," he said, "the préperty

At present, Pennington is a longtime 
member of three political organizations: 
the Romulus Democratic Club, the 16th 
Congressional District Democratic Club, 
and the State of Michigan Democratic 
Club. 

When asked about future political 
plans, Pennington replied, "| might run 
one more time for City Council. It all 
depends on my health, and whether the 
community still wants me. 

"Beyond that, | look forward to the 
day when | can retire from politics and 
devote my time to my family. Through my 
years on the Council, my family has had 
to give up so much, and | want to give 
back to them as much as possible.” 

During the summer, Pennington 
spends much time working on his lawn 
and garden. He also enjoys hunting and 

\ fishing when time permits. 
As his wife Mary Lou also loves to 


' fish, that is one of several activities that 


streets paved. The majority of this project? “the couple enjoys together. 


transpired just north of |-94 expressway. 

The third accomplishment listed by 
Pennington was the successful elimina- 
tion of stagnant waiter in the Packard 
Drain, which runs parallel to Northline 
Road just east of Metropolitan Airport. 
The task of cleaning up this water — 
which had become a major safety haz- 
ard — occurred in 1991. 

Concerning his overall Council work, 
Pennington said, "Any contributions that 
| have made while on City Council could 
not have been accomplished without the 
support of the other Council members, 
and also that of Mayor Beverly McAnally. 

"I think," he stated, "that we have an 
outstanding Mayor—and, atthis time, we 
have one of the best city councils that 
we've ever had, as well. | also feel that 
MaryAnn Banks does an outstanding job 
as Mayor Pro Tem. She gives all the 
Council members plenty of time to voice 
their opinions on everything that comes 
before the Council. Altogether, | have the 
utmost respect forallthe other City Coun- 
cil members — and, certainly, for the 
Mayor." 

As Pennington is now retired after 
30 years with Kelsey-Hayes, he now has 
more opportunities to serve the Romulus 
residents. Receiving approximately 10 
citizen complaints each week, Penning- 
ton said that he spends up to 16 hours 
per day resolving these matters. 

I then queried Pennington as to how 
he would serve the community if he was 
not a member of City Council. 

"| would take the initiative," he re- 
plied, "and approach City Council and 
tell them that | would be happy to serve 
the City in any capacity that they would 


_, "During the summer," said Penning- 
ton, "we go fishing almost every week- 
end. Together, we also attend Freewill 
Baptist Church on Tobine Road." 

Additionally, he noted, the Penning- 
tons like doing whatever they can for 
other people. It's a great feeling, he 
added, to get things done for others.

Later, | reflected on the feeling of 
satisfaction that Pennington obtains from 
helping people. This process, | thought, 
is definitely atwo-way street. The people 
of Romulus have benefited greatly 
through Ellis Pennington's service to the 
community; Pennington, inturn, has had 
countless opportunities for satisfaction 
through his many years of outstanding 
community service. QO

are the best. Decorations, special food, 
or even the time when a family opens 
gifts are examples of traditions. Tradi- 
tions involve important family values. If 
sharing is an important family value, have 
children make tree decorations, but only 
provide one pair of scissors andone glue 
stick, and give each child one color of 
paper. They learn to ask for what they 
need in a nice way, and to give some- 
thing that they have to someone else. 
The result is pretty decorations and chil- 
dren who can share. 

Another traditional value is caring for 
others. If you have an elderly or sick 
relative, neighbor, or friend, have the 
children draw greeting cards, make deco- 
rations or crafts, and give them to that 
person in the spirit of the holidays. Gifts 
for that person might include a coupon 
isook of chores which children could do, 
such as sweeping the floor, raking the 
yard, or walking the dog. Having broth- 
ers and sisters give coupons to each 
other may assure that they will do atleast 
one nice thing for each other during the 
season. 

Entertainment at this time of year 
gives so many chances to teach family 
values. Special children's programs at 
libraries, museums, schools, churches, 
and shopping centers add fun and mes- 


sages of caring to the holidays. Televi- 
sion specials usually focus onmessages 
of giving, sharing, and caring. It is impor- 
tant to watch some ofthese TV programs 
for messages that focus more on getting 
than giving, and to have some way of 
keeping children from seeing too many 
ads about toys. Books for the holidays 
have beautiful pictures, songs, and sto- 
ties. They are a great way for parents 
and children to spend quiet time together, 
talking about family values. 

Last, but not least: share, with your 
children, stories of you and your family 
when you were their age — or, better, 
have grandparents share their times. 
Look for chances during the holidays to 
teach your children those values that are 
most important to you and to let them 
know how special a gift they are to you.

Then! read the newspapers ‘and see 
the gaunt, ghostly faces of the children in 
Somalia, or see the faces of childréh in 
our own country, and | feel guilty'that | 
need to be concerned about buying gifts 
for children who have everything they 
could want. When children are dying by 
the hundreds every day for want of'a 


grain of rice or a slice of bread, | cannot

Itis our job as parents to make 
sure that they don't confuse the two, and 
that they make the effort to extend them- 
selves beyond their own wants and help 
children who are really in need. 

Hopefully, this season will help to 
focus us and our children on whatis truly 
important in our lives. Then we will truly 
be able to change the world.
